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Christ Church College was founded by Cardinal Wolsey 
and completed by Henry VIII. The buildings include the 
finest hall in Oxford (115 feet by 40 feet), the largest quad¬ 
rangle in the city, and the famous Tom Tower, from which 
is rung nightly a signal of 101 strokes, at the cessation of 
which all the College gates are shut 
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
